Those “Emotional Pentecostal 
Sects” Increase 


Dr. Niles Carpenter, Dean of Social 
Work at the University of Buffalo, 
stated in the recent meeting of in- 
terdenominational Home Missions 
Council at New York that, “the rapid 
growth throughout America in recent 
years of the ‘emotional’ or Pente- 
costal sects can no longer be ignored 
by the major Protestant bodies.” “The 
spread of these sects” was described 
as “religious dynamite” by Dr. Niles. 
Incidentally that is what we called it. 
He emphasized that the problem had 
long since passed the “laughing off” 
stage. Similar opinions were expressed 
by Dr. Eduard C. Lindeman, of the 
New York School of Social Work, and 
Dr. H. Paul Douglass, Vice-Chairman 
of the Commission for the Study of 
Christian Unity of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches. Further commenting, 
he stated that “the Pentecostal 
movement apparently appealed to the 
emotional needs of many urban dwell-

To quote 
further, “During the past two de 
ades,” said one of the speakers, “the 
Assemblies of God registered a mex, 
bership increase of 364 per cent: 
During this same period the Church 
of God had an increase in membership 
of 275 per cent. Over a period of 
twenty-five years, the Church of God 
had an increase in membership 
amounting to 729 per cent. 

It is interesting to note that the 
various Pentecostal church move- 
ments have become quite noticeabl 
among other churches. Endowed wit 
the power of the Holy Ghost to meet 
the needs of both soul and body, it is 
quite logical that this opinion by 
other churches was long overdue.

Chaplaincy Activities Among 
Service Men 

The activities of the chaplaincy is 
reported to have increased over one 
hundred per cent from August, 1942, 
to November, 1943, as reported by the 
War Department. 

“Religious services conducted by 
chaplains during November totalled 
133,261 and attendances numbered 8,- 
922,993, as compared with correspond- 
ing figures of 62,911 and 3,683,060 in 
August, 1942. 

“The November report shows that 
the sacraments were administered on 
83,949 occasions to 921,163 partici- 
pants. Totals for the 1942 month were 
42,219 administrations and 431,069 
participants. 

“Hospital and guardhouse visits 
have grown from 48,646 to 93,378 and 
pastoral contacts from 3,150,880 to 6,- 
768,872, in the fifteen-month period.”

Religious Conflict in Mexico 

Louis M. Martinez, Archbishop of 
Mexico, denied charges that the 
Catholic Church is again “meddling 
in politics” in Mexico. However, Revo- 
lutionist leaders in the Mexican Sen- 
ate and Chamber of Deputies retorted 
to the effect “that the clergy was try- 
ing to regain power” and also that 
the Accion National party and the 
Sinquirist Union were “outlaws and 
traitors.” After a five-hour session in 
the Senate, the Mexican Secretary of 
the Government ordered governors of 
states to enforce the laws prohibiting 
holding of religious services outside 


churches. This unhappy state of af ji

fairs is regretful indeed. 
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Text: “Thou therefore, my son, be 
strong in the grace that is in Christ 
Jesus. And the things that thou hast 
heard of me among many witnesses, 
the same commit thou to faithful 
men, who shall be able to teach others 

Piso. Thou therefore endure hardness, 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. No 
man that warreth entangleth himself 
with the affairs of this life; that he 
may please him who hath chosen him 
to be a soldier,’ 2 Tim. 2:1-4. 

This lesson was written by Paul to 
a young man he called his son. He was 
not his son in the flesh, but he loved 
him as his son. Paul wrote this some- 
where about the year of 66 A. D. and 
encouraged him to be a good soldier 
for Jesus Christ. He reminds Timothy 
of the fact that he cannot be a good 
soldier for Jesus Christ and entangle 
himself with the world. Neither can 
we entangle ourselves with the things 
of this world and be a good soldier 
for Christ. Jesus said in His blessed 
Word not to love the things of this 
world, and that if we love the things 
of the world the love of the Father is 
not in us. 1 John 2:15. Some people 
today, who profess to be followers of 
Jesus, are dressing like the world, 
trying to keep up with the styles and 
fashions of today; but listen, these 
things are all going to pass away. 
Thank God, those who have been good 
soldiers for Christ are going to receive 
a crown of eternal life. Paul said in 
one of his epistles for us to be “a pat- 
tern of good works,” Titus 2:7, and 
again we hear from the pen of that 
great apostle, “Be thou an example of 
the believers,” 1 Tim. 4:12. If there 
ever was a time when we needed to 
be examples, it is today. Paul said 
to lay aside every weight. I think it 
is time, and high time, that we needed 
to set the world on fire with right- 
eousness. As true soldiers we should be 
brave enough to lay aside boxing 
gloves and quit courting the world 
and bat the devil between the eyes 
with a sledge hammer. 


We are going to give an account to 
God for our stewardship in this 
present world. And to those who want 
to court the world, it would be good 
for you to read 1 John 3:15, 16; James 
4:4; Rom. 12:1,2; 2 Cor. 6:17,18. We 
find many people today who, when 
you start a revival, won’t attend. un- 
til you have the fire burning, then 
they will come out and enjoy the 
meeting, and if you don’t preach to 
suit them they won’t give you a dime. 
But thank God, I.am not going to 
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compromise with the devil. We hear 
one of the major prophets, Isaiah, 
as he speaks, “Cry aloud, spare not, 
lift up thy voice like a trumpet, and 
shew my people their transgression, 
and the house of Jacob their sins.” 
Isa. 58:1. While some have been 
slackers and followed afar off, others 
have stood at their posts of duty with 
their time and energy and prayers 
and have pulled from their pockets 
the last dollar to promote the cause of 
God’s kingdom to the end of earth. 
People who love the Bible and its 
teachings and obey them are good 
soldiers, but a slacker is not a good 
soldier. If it had not been for the 
faithful soldiers, we would have gone 
down a long time ago, but thank God, 
Jesus has thousands of good, loyal 
soldiers in every state in the Union, 
isle of the sea and in foreign 
countries, who are marching toward 
heaven’s shining gates. 

A good soldier must be skilled in the 
different parts of his service. He must 
know how to obey his master or 
captain, learn to use his bayonet, re- 
volver, cannon, and all the artillery 
of war. Thank God, if we have on the 
whole armor of God and the shield of 
faith, we can quench the fiery darts of 
the devil and be brave soldiers for 
Jesus. A good soldier will take his 
stand until the last drop of blood is 
spilt and the last breath leaves him, 
fighting against sin, standing by the 
Captain and also the pastor, the 
evangelist, the orphan and widow. 
Remember, I am talking of a good 
soldier. Satan has been fighting 
against us for six thousand years, but 
thank God, we as good soldiers are 


‘still fighting. May we as brave sol- 


diers of the cross of Jesus Christ put 
forth every effort we can to put down 
everything that is not like God.

Roman jail for two years and they 
were fixing everything for his ex- 
ecution, he didn’t deny Christ, he was 
a good soldier for Jesus: “For I am 
now ready to be offered, and the time 
of my departure is at hand. I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith: Hence- 
forth there is laid up for me'a crown 
of righteousness, which the Lord, 
the righteous judge, shall give me at 
that day: and not to me only, but unto 
all them also that love his appearing.” 
2 Tim. 4:6-8. There is a crown that 
we will receive at the rapture, if we 
are good soldiers. We are gaining 
ground inch by inch; the Church of 
God is going by leaps and bounds. 


When the Hindenburg Line was

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Text: Num. 11:1, “And when the 
people complained, it displeased the 
Lord; and the Lord heard it; and his 
anger was kindled; and the fire of the 
‘Lord burnt among them, and con- 
sumed them that were in the utter- 
most parts of the camp.” 


1 Cor. 10:10, 11, “Neither murmur ye, 
as some of them also murmured, and 
were destroyed of the destroyer. Now 
all of these things happened unto 
them for ensamples: and they are 
written for our admonition.” 

Observe, Paul presents the experi- 
ence of these Old Testament COM- 
PLAINERS as EXAMPLES given to 
us for our admonition. The text fully 
exemplifies the nature and mischief 
of MURMURERS and COMPLAINERS. 
They were in Moses’ time, they were 
in Joshua’s day, some were in the 
Corinthian church (which was the 
Church of God, 1 Cor. 1:2), we still 
have them among us today. They 
COMPLAIN IF YOU DO; they COM- 
PLAIN IF YOU DON’T; and if the fire 
of God’s WRATH BURNT among them 
in Moses’ time, it also burns among 
them in our time. 


REASONS WHY THEY SHOULD NOT 
HAVE COMPLAINED 

1. They had been delivered from 
the miserable drudgery and slavery of 
Egypt. 

2. They had been led and directed 
by the pillar of cloud by day and the 
fire by night, no danger of being lost 
or misled. 

3. They had witnessed the miracu- 
lous destruction of their foes in the 
sea. 

4. They were graced with food from 
heaven (manna). 

5. Some doubtless considered three 
days’ JOURNEY too long a MARCH. 

Near-sighted believers, bent on small 
things, not willing to invest or make 
a great sacrifice. They look at a great 
sacrifice or large investment through 
their own selfish eye. A covetous and 
greedy eye is the devil’s magnifying 
glass. A tenth of one’s income looks 
big as a mountain. 

6. Others said, no doubt, that three 
days’ journey wasn’t long enough be- 
cause it didn’t bring them into Ca- 
naan.

BREAD and FISHES. They overlook 
the transition state of trials and trib- 
ulations that intervenes between 
Egypt and Canaan. They leave Egypt 
with nothing in view but a land of 
fadeless flowers, milk, and honey. 
They boast great things for the 
Church to DO, but NEVER DO MUCH 
THEMSELVES. They MURMUR be- 
cause the Church is not built over- 
night, and charge the pastor with 
slothfulness, lethargy, and _  delin- 
quency. They have a great deal of 
faith without works. 

7. Some complained of the ROUTE 
and WAY. 

“It’s right to MARCH FORWARD 
toward Canaan, but I don’t think we 
should take this route.” Again, “We 
need to build a new church, but not 
on that location.” 

These are they who walk in the de- 
signs of their own mind. “GO OUR 
WAY OR NOT AT ALL.” They’re self- 
willed, self-centered, sin-centered, and 
bound to break down this side heaven. 
These are proud, envious, ambitious 
to excel, wanting the honors of lead- 
ership, and willing to make a fair 
show in the flesh. These are trouble 
makers in the church, gendering strife 
and confusion, and breaking the unity 
and fellowship of the body. 


GOD’S ATTITUDE TOWARD THE 
SPIRIT OF COMPLAINT AND 
MURMURING 
Notice first, “They COMPLAINED 
and God HEARD IT.” Murmurers and 
complainers usually hide out in houses 
or on the street corners to stir up con- 
fusion. They hide from the pastor, or 
the overseer, and stir up division in 
the dark. They seem not to realize 
that God is listening in, and the re- 
sult is their discontentment and 
grudgings kindle against their own 
souls the fire of God’s WRATH. God 
consumed them in His fiery indigna- 
tion. Hence, God’s displeasure against 
COMPLAINERS is manifest. They 

were destroyed with the destroyer. 


SPECIAL NOTICE, PLEASE 
These were not Israel’s first MUR- 


‘ MURINGS (Exod. 15:16, 17), but this 


was God’s first plagues upon them. In 


‘their. previous murmurings- they. had 


not had such great experiences of 
God’s power and miracles, and thm 
teaches us that our relationship to 
God depends on how we REJECT OR 
ACCEPT the LIGHT OF HIS LAW as 
it dawns upon us. It is highly danger- 
ous to MURMUR and COMPLAIN in 
the light of GOD’S BLESSINGS. Jesus 
made those who rejected salvation in 
the light of His miracles to be WORSE 
than the rabble of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, and declared that they would r® 
ceive the GREATER DAMNATION in 
the day of judgment (Luke 10:12-14). 

To be ungrateful of the care and 
blessings of God is a SIN that incurs 
divine vengeance, fills the measure of 
iniquity, and brings down upon us the 
curse of God. 

They were not ignorant of the 
divine care for them. In all their re- 
morses and marches their feet did not 
swell nor their clothes wear out (Deut. 
8:4). 


CAUSES WHY THEY DID MURMUR

1. They had now been camped at

Some 
church members never MURMUR or 
COMPLAIN so long as they are per- 
mitted to LOUNGE AROUND in an 
EASY CHAIR, but just let the church 
or pastor launch a NEW CAMPAIGN 
with heavy burdens, work, and respon- 
sibilities, and you then HEAR THEM 
BEGIN TO MURMUR AND COM- 
PLAIN. Many preachers, too, have set- 
tled down in an easy chair, and when 
you mention new fields with devil- 
fighting work, they will heave out a 
MURMURING SIGH. 

2. Some COMPLAINED, perhaps, 
because they did not MOVE SOONER. 

These are they that mourn over lost 
opportunities, always looking back- 
ward, backtrackers: “If only we had 
moved last summer when the weath- 
er was pretty, or when we had the

LOOKING INTO THE FUTURE 
By Robert Humbertson 


Do you have an interest in yourself? 
Are you interested in your life? Your 
answers to my 
questions would 
probably be in the 
affirmative. But do 
you have an inter- 
est in your future 
or are you inter- 
ested in the pres- 
ent only? We need 
to pause for a mo- 
ment and take one 
serious look into the future. 
us imagine that you are eighteen 
years old now, and let us suppose that 
you will live to be sixty-five years old. 
Eighteen years of your life have come 
and gone. If you could live those years 
over and retain the same mind that 
you have now, you would make many 
changes; but you can not do that. 
Those years are gone forever, but 
thanks be to God you have a future 
to look forward to. Don’t you think it 
would be worth your time to consider 
your future? We need to look into the 
future and behold the great oppor- 
tunities that are ahead for us. In all 
of the fields of life there are things 
for you and me to do. We feel that 
after this war is over, the Church will 
have the greatest opportunity that 
it has ever had to spread the gospel 
of Jesus Christ. In the field of music 
there are great opportunities. In the 
field of science there are wonderful 
opportunities for you and me. Be- 
cause the greater part of your life is 
ahead and because there are great 
opportunities ahead, let us look into 
the future. 

As we stand upon the threshold of 
our life, gazing into the future, prob- 
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ably the first thing that crosses our 
vision is the critical dark days ahead. 
We have been told that there are dark 
days ahead. What is our reaction go- 
ing to be towards those facts? Are we 
going to throw up our hands and quit? 
The world is not looking for the person 
who will do that. Boys and girls with 
that kind of spirit can be seen in every 
town and on every street corner. What 
the world needs is people who will 
meet the future with courage—the 
Lincoln, the Livingstone, the Moody 
of tomorrow. Longfellow said, “Go 
forth to meet the shadowy future 
without fear and with a manly heart.” 
Look into the future with that quality 
of mind which enables one to meet 
danger and difficulty with firmness. 
Such a spirit was shown by Columbus 
when he stood in the courts of Spain, 
fighting against prejudice and blind- 
ness and ignorance until his courage 
moved the heart of a queen and 
caused her to pledge her jewels for 
the expedition that was to discover 
America. The same spirit was shown 
by General Grant in his military cam- 
paigns. That steadiness of purpose 
and remarkable persistence wrought 
out his great victories. Livingstone 
portrays the spirit of courage. He 
would rise at six o’clock in the morn- 
ing, work in the factories until eight 
at night, go to night school from eight 
until ten, and then go home and pore 
over his Latin grammar until he could 
hold his eyes open no longer, and then 
go to bed for a few hours and rest un- 
til six o’clock brought another day. 
He would work a half year in the fac- 
tory and spend his wages the next 
half in the university. He never met 
any difficulty that -he allowed to 
stand in his way. If men like Colum- 
bus, Grant, and Livingstone could 
conquer every difficulty, you and I 
can also. 

Look into the future with high ex- 
pectations. As in the splendid words 
of Emerson: “We have hitched our 
wagon to a star.” Look into the future 
with great ambitions. That thought is 
the thought that has spurred men on- 
ward, the thought that has caused 


‘men to invent and to do great things. 


That thought helped Edison in his 
trying hours, He knew what his in- 
vention of the electric. lamp would 
mean to the world and that thought 
caused him to closet himself for days 


in his laboratory and work for days 
on his invention. I think of the words 
of Dale Carnegie: “Picture in your 
mind the able, earnest, useful person 
you desire to be, and the thought you 
hold is hourly transforming you into 
that particular individual. . . Thought 
is supreme. Preserve a right mental 
attitude.” 


Many of us have set up our goal in 
life. Look into the future and see the 
qualifications you are going to have to 
meet in order to be prepared for your 
life’s work. 


Some huge pine logs were burning 
brightly in the fireplace of the only 
room of a little log cabin. Near the 
fireplace elevated on a stand, was a 
burning, flickering candle, and by the 
side of it sat a young man. His eyes 
were fixed on a book. He was study- 
ing hard, but now and then some 
thought other than that of the book 
would race across his mind. If you 
would look more closely, you could 
probably see tear-stained cheeks. 
Young Lincoln was_ discouraged. 
Everything seemed to be going wrong. 
It seemed that everything he attempt- 
ed to do was a complete failure. 
Friends discouraged him. He thought 
that life held nothing for him, but he 
paused for a minute, lifted his eyes 
from his book, and arose and went to 
a little side window of the cabin. He 
gazed out into the night that was 
flooded with silvery moonlight and 
saw the huge pine casting its shadow 
upon the landscape. He was still med- 
itating and this thought came to him: 
“IT will study and get ready, and, per- 
haps, some day my chance will come.” 
Those words became the motto of his 
life. 


Boys and girls, your future may look 
dark; it may seem that life holds 
nothing for you, and friends may be 
discouraging you, but study and get 
ready and some day your chance will 
come. Prepare for your work. Prepare 
every day. Each day is a blank sheet 
of paper. What is written thereon is 
determined by you.

Acts 2:4, “And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance.” 

For the above-mentioned holy event 
to take place, one condition had to 
be met by the apostles, the other fol- 
lowed naturally. Christ said, “Tarry 
in the city of Jerusalem—” That was 
the requirement placed upon the 
apostles by Christ. The next fact that 
we notice, they “were all of one accord 
in one place.” This is characteristic 
of any people who love the Lord. 
Brother, we are in accord if we have 
the blessed love of God in our hearts. 
Then we see eye to eye with our 
Christian brother. We work hand in 
hand, with our hearts in tune to the 
directions of the Holy Spirit. 

I believe that many churches today 
lack this accord and that is why more 
souls are not being won for Christ. 
Even the world recognizes the need 
of working together in harmony, 
which is very evident from the strong 
unions they have organized. 


Now, since the apostles had met 
Christ’s requirements, He kept His 
promise as He always does, and sent 
the Holy Ghost. To make this occur- 
rence crystallize in the minds of every- 
one present, and to spread the blessed 
truth, the evidence was that the 
apostles “spoke in other tongues as the 
Spirit gave them utterance.” 

The apostles were entirely and un- 
reservedly given over to the working 
of the Holy Ghost. The degree’ of sub- 
mission of any individual is a great 
many times where all the difficulty 
lies. We think we have completely 
surrendered but some place along the 
line sometimes there is something 
that is still hidden away in our hearts, 
maybe not consciously, but it’s there 
nevertheless. Well, that sin has to 
be brought to the consciousness of the 
individual, then recognized as wrong 
and eliminated from his heart be- 
fore God can have complete dominion 
in his life. 

The two requirements needed in a 
case of this kind are very simple: 
First, much time spent in honest 


prayer and self-searching; second, an 
endless, active study of God’s Word. 
Just reading the Scriptures is not 
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enough. I know from actual ex- 
perience, in my earlier Christian life, 
that I have read the same scripture 
over and over at different times and 
then one day, when I was just a little 
more alert, I found something right 
there in that very same chapter that 
I had never recognized before. Well, 
that could have been the very fact 
I needed to set me completely free 
from my earthly entanglements. So, 
if we are to live Spirit-filled lives, 
we must be ALWAYS ON the ALERT. 


Jesus said, “I am come that they 
might have life, and that they might 
have it more abundantly,” John 10:10. 
This same Jesus, “having received of 
the Father the promise of the Holy 
Ghost, hath shed forth this..... <4 
(Acts 2:32), referring to the presence 
of the Holy Ghost among them. 
Therefore, so far as Jesus is con- 
cerned, He has done His part, and if 
we desire the Holy Ghost we must do 
our part. 

Just as the apostles, after the day 
of Pentecost, were transformed from 
timid, self-seeking followers, to bold 
sacrificing workers of Jesus Christ, 
so the Spirit-filled Christian today 
demonstrates these same qualities. 
He has unlimited power for service. 
The most eloquent sermon will fail 
if the speaker is not Spirit-filled, but 
many times a song or prayer offered 
by some lowly, unassuming person, 
who is filled with the Holy Ghost, will 
move a whole congregation to tears. 

Oh, the blessed Comforter! What 
could the apostles have accomplished 
without His divine assistance? And 
these men honored His coming and 
always paid due respect to the 
presence and power of the Holy Spirit. 
They ever afterward, like the Master, 
attributed every good thing to the 
Holy Ghost. The Master truly honored 
the Holy Ghost even above the Father 
and Himself, for He Himself declar- 
ed that the only unpardonable sin is 
that committed against the Holy 
Ghost. “Wherefore I say unto you, 
All manner of sin and blasphemy shall 
be forgiven unto men; but the 
blasphemy against the Holy Ghost 
shall not be forgiven unto men; 
neither in this world, nor in the 
world to come.” Matt. 12:31, 32. 

Who doesn’t thrill to read _ that 
powerful address of Peter in the 
second chapter of Acts, or the. de- 





fense of Stephen in Acts seven?

Do you remem- 
ber the blessing that came to Obed-

No conference, association or synod 
has ever been able to supply all the 
pulpits with a star shaker that have 
put in a call for them. The man that 
can pitch his tent between Jupiter 
and Venus, hang a silk hat on the 
seven stars, put his collar and tie on 
a flying meteor, prance up and down 
the Milky Way with a gold cane in his 
hand, and shave the man in the moon, 
cut off his hair, turn somersaults in 
the Big Dipper, and make a total 
eclipse in his church on the first Sun- 
day in each month, and a new moon 
on the second Sunday, and a full moon 
on the third and forth Sundays of 
each month, is in great demand, and 
is said to be the great preacher of all 
the age.

Its 
avenues throbbed with life and busi- 
ness activity. Its citizens were well 

fed and clothed and peace and pros- 

perity prevailed. The onlooking citi- 

zen who caught the vision of the new 

San Francisco stuck a trowel and a 

square in his belt, took a hammer and 

a saw in his hand, and with burning 

eyes, set lips and throbbing muscles 

went forward to do his part in the 
construction of the city of the future.

Sin has caused the soul-suffering and 
condition of the people, but we see
